The accident occurred during the 
World War, on Dec, 12, 1917, and 
caused more casualtics than many on 
‘Smportant engagement on the battle- 
field, Fear of public indignation und 
demoralisation behind. the  lincs 
caused the censor’s order which sup- 
pressed news of the wreck and held 
the censorship tight untlt 20 years 
later, . 


On the day of the accident o traln 
bringing 1,000 men home on leave 
from the Italien front reached the 
Franco-Halian . frontier .town of. 
-Mondane, high in. the French Alps. 
-The men were in o hurry to get home 
and another train: was ‘assembled 
hastily, made up of old Lallan wood- 
en railway carriages which were not 
considered rafe for munitions ship- 
ments nearer the front. More than one 
thousand soldiers piled into the carr!- 
ages shouting to the engineer to 

’- hurry their departure. 


PROTESTS OF NO AVAIL 


Railway workers, and purticularly 
the chief mechanic Girard, refused to 
take the train out of the -station, 
protesting that the bralces were in a 
dangerous condition and the train 
greatly overloaded. To the lively 
protests of tho soldiers, officers finally 
udded their imperative military 
orders for the ratiway men to take 
the train on to Grenoble. :

His Jatest researches, the paper’ sc 
vealed, led him to envisage the possi+ 
bility of using artificial radio-active 
elements as o substitute for costly 
radium in hospitals. 


NEW ELEMENTS 


About 100 new radiosdetive cle- 
ments had been discovered, and also 
several radio-actlve forms of known 
elements. Lord Rutherford instanced 
& radlo-active form of sodium which 
could be produced by “bombarding” 

common salt with deuterons—parti- 
cles given off when an electric dis- 
charge Is passed through deuterium,

Lord Rutherford recalled how 
new sub-atomic world was opened up 
by the discovery in 1806 that. the 
ntoms of the two heaviest elements, 
uranium ond thorium, were undcr- 
going spontancows transmutation and 
breaking up with explosive violence. 


In 1919 Lord Rutherford produced 
thd Mest artificial transmutation of 
an element by bombarding nitrogen 
with charged atoms of helium, known 
as alpha-particles, 


The next great advance came | in 
1933, with the discovery by M. and 
Ming, Curle-Jollot of arlificiat radlo- 
‘uelivity.- Their Investigation showed 
that in some cases clements were 
fermed’ which, while momentarily 
stable, ultimately broke up, exactly 
lke the natural .radlo-active , ele- 
ments of uranium and thorlum. 


1,000,000-VOLT BOMBARDMENT 


“No doubt, ” wrote Lord Rutherford 
in his paper, “such transient radio- 
active clements are still produced by 
transmutation in the furnace of our 
sun, where the thermal motlons of 
the atoms must be very great. These 
radlo-active elements would rapidly 
disappear as soon as the earth cooled 
down after separation from the sun.
